2. Dr. K, Vasudeva Rao shall be the Chairman of the said Development Council. 


3. The Central Govcrmnent hereby assigns the following furnctions to the said Development 
Council, namely :— 

(1) Recommending targets for production, co-ordinating production programmes and 

reviewing progress from time to time. 

(2) Suggesting norms of efficiency with a view to eliminating waste, obtaining maximum 
production, improving quality and reducing costB. 

(3) Recommending measures for securing the fuller utilisation of the installed capacity 

and for improving the working of the industry, prticularly of the less efficient units. 

(4) Promoting arrangements for better marketing and helping in the devising of a system 

of distribution and sale of the produce of the said scheduled industries which would 
be satisfactory to the consumer. 

(5) Promoting standardisation of products. 

(6) Promoting or undertaking the collection and formulation of statistics, 

(7) Promoting the adoption of measures for increasing the productivity of labour, includ¬ 
ing measures for securing safer and better working conditions and the provision and 
improvement of amenities and Incentives for workers.
